Food and Tobacco.—Prices of cereals have fallen 
continuously since January, the decline of nearly 64 
per cent. in September bringing the group index down 
to 98:5, the lowest recorded since July 1936. All the 
items included contributed to the decline in September 
except oatmeal (no change) and rice (a rise of 2} per 
cent.), the largest fall (224 per cent.) being in respect 
of English wheat. As already mentioned, the decline 
in grain prices was arrested in the last week of the 
month. Prices of home-grown beef and mutton were 
generally lower, falls ranging from 24 to 8 per cent., 
but Scotch mutton was about 3 per cent. dearer. In- 
creases for imported beef and New Zealand lamb 
ranged up to 54 per cent., and there was the usual 
seasonal increase in the price of pork. Bacon prices 
were lower, on the average, by about 14 to 2 per cent., 
and hams were cheaper by 44 per cent. There was a 
seasonal rise in the price of eggs, 13 per cent. for 
English and 15 per cent. for Danish. Wet fish and 
poultry were rather cheaper. The other food and 
tobacco group showed a decrease of about 3 per cent., 
due mainly to the seasonal declines in the prices of 
potatoes, tomatoes and apples. Onions were also con- 
siderably cheaper, but there was a seasonal increase in 
the price of oranges. It was announced by the London 
Provision Exchange on 26 September that the prices of 
certain provisions would remain at their existing levels 
for 14 days. The following commodities included in 
the index were affected by this decision: bacon, ham, 
butter, cheese and margarine. The largest movement 
in September in the prices of provisions was a rise of 
5 per cent. for Danish butter. Sugar was rather 
dearer, and the average price of tea rose by nearly 3 
per cent., while cocoa and coffee prices remained un- 
changed. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—The rise of 
0°8 per cent. in the index for coal was due to seasonal 
increases in the prices of household coal, four of the 
descriptions for which prices are included in the index 
showing a rise at the beginning of the month of about 
ls. 6d. per ton (6 to 8 per cent.). South Yorkshire 
hards, however, were reduced further in price in Sep- 
tember, the quotation at the end of the month (18s. 6d. 
per ton) being 3s. lower than about two months earlier.

Hides anj 
calfskins were rather dearer, but goatskins wer 
cheaper. Rubber averaged 7:89d. per lb. in September 
as against 783d. in August. Building timber prices 
were practically all higher in September, some 
typical increases being £1 10s. per standard (10 pe 
cent.) for building deal, £1 per standard (6 per cent. 
for tiling battens, and 6d. per square (24 per cent.) for 
tongued and grooved flooring. 


Percentage Changes.—A comparison of the 200 price 
averages for September with those relating to August 
shows 48 increases and 71 decreases, articles of food 
accounting for 17 of the former and 40 of the latter, 
Of the increases for food, 11 were of less than 5 per 
cent., 2 were of between 5 and 10 per cent., 3 were of 
between 10 and 15 per cent. and one (pork) was of 16 
per cent. Of the decreases, 23 were of less than 5 per 
cent., 8 were of between 5 and 10 per cent., 3 were 
of between 10 and 15 per cent., 2 (potatoes, London, 
and apples) of 15 and 18 per cent., respectively, and 4 
(English wheat; onions; potatoes, Birmingham; ani 
tomatoes) of 224, 233, 24 and 24 per cent., resper- 
tively.

SEA-FISHING INDUSTRY (REGULATION OF 
LANDING) ORDER, 1936 


EXHAUSTION OF BELGIAN QUOTA 


The Belgian quota of sea-fish (other than fresh or 
frozen herrings) for the year ending 31 December 1938 
is now completely filled and no further imports from 
Belgium or landings from Belgian fishing vessels of sea- 
fish (other than fresh or frozen herrings) to which the 
Sea-Fishing Industry (Regulation of Landing) Order, 
1936, applies, can be permitted for the remainder of 
the present year. 


PRICE OF BREAD 


Under the Food Council’s scale as revised in June 
1938 the maximum price of bread rises to 84d. per 4-lb. 
loaf when the published price of standard grade flour in 
the London district, plus the quota payment under the 
Wheat Act, 1982, rises above 31s. per sack of 280 lbs. 

The price of flour in the London district was in- 
creased to 28s. 6d. on 24 September, and the addition 
of the quota payment of 3s. 6d. per sack to that price 
brought the total above 31s. The Food Council were 
informed that the Joint Price Committee of the 
London bakers’ associations had decided that the price 
of bread should be increased from 8d. to 84d. per 4-lb. 
loaf on Monday, 10 October. 


In accordance with the terms of the Council’s report 
on bread prices dated 28 June 1938, the price of bread 
sold over the counter should, in the view of the Council, 
be 8d. per 4-lb. loaf and 4d. per 2-lb. loaf. 


IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
CUT WEFT PILE FABRICS

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Singapore has reported 
the enactment of the United Kingdom Designs (Pro- 
tection) Ordinance, 1938, which confers upon the pro- 
prietor of a design registered in the United Kingdom 
the same rights in the Straits Settlements as he enjoys 
inthe United Kingdom, without the necessity of having 
to re-register the design locally. The Act provides, 
however, that damages cannot be recovered from a 
defendant who at the date of infringement was not 
aware, nor had any reasonable means of making him- 
self aware of the registration.

NICARAGUA 
DUE TO TRADERS 


An Agreement was signed at Managua on 13 Sep- 
tember by the Nicaraguan Government and by Mr. 
T. N. Molanphy on behalf of the National Foreign 
Trade Council, at New York, for the liquidation of 
frozen funds deposited in payment of imports belong- 
ing to United States, Canadian and British creditors. 


DEBTS 


Under the Agreement, provided that creditors for 


not less than 500,0000 dollars—taking the United 
States, Canadian and British together—accept its 


terms, payment will be made in one of three ways at 
the creditor’s option :— 

(a) repayment in cordobas (the Nicaraguan currency) 
of the cordobas deposited. 

(b) repayment in 32 quarterly instalments by dollar 
or sterling notes with interest at 2 per cent. 
per annum added; these notes to be guaranteed 
subject to certain existing preferences by the 
Customs receipts of the Republic—this in addi- 
tion to the direct tax resulting from the sale of 
foreign exchange. But of creditors who exercise 
this option, those for 500 dollars or £100 or less 
will be paid in full now, and others will receive 
5 per cent. of their claim providing that the sum 
of 40,000 dollars set aside for the purpose is 
sufficient. 

(c) repayment now at the rate of one U.S.A. dollar or 
the sterling equivalent for every four cordobas 
deposited. 


A form for registration of claims and another for the 
acceptance of the terms of the Agreement and for tie 
exercise of the creditor’s option should be completed 
and must reach the National Foreign Trade Council not 
later than 12 November, but British creditors, who 
will receive these forms from the Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce, should return them as soon 
as possible to the Association at 14, Queen Anne’s 
Gate, London, 8.W.1, together with the appropriate 
fee due to the National Foreign Trade Council.

SECRETARY FOR MINES AND CHIEF 
INSPECTOR’S REPORTS FOR 1937 


The Seventeenth Report of the Secretary for Mines, and 
the Thirtieth Annual Report of H.M. Chief Inspector of 
Mines under the Coal Mines Act, 1911, have now bee, 
published. The Reports are in one volume and both relate 
to the year 1937. 

The Report of the Secretary for Mines contains a general 
review of the Coal Mining Industry and of other Mining and 
Quarrying Industries, including an account of the negotia. 
tions leading up to the introduction of the Coal Bill and 
the passing of the Coal (Registration of Ownership) Act, 
1937. A review of the schemes in force under Part I of 
the Coal Mines Act, 1930, is also included. 

Other sections of the Report deal with Fuel treatment 
and utilisation, with particular reference to the findings 
of the Committee on Oil from Coal, the production of oj! 
products from coal, the use of pulverised fuel, low tempera. 
ture carbonisation and hydrogenation; wages and profits: 
the Miners’ Welfare Fund; proceedings connected with 
applications for working facilities under Part I of the Mines 
(Working Facilities and Support) Act, 1923, and Part II 
of the Mining Industry Act, 1926; the more important 
administrative matters affecting health and safety and the 
work of the Official Testing Stations. 

The Report on mining other than coal mining and on the 
quarrying industries deals with the production and distribu. 
tion of a wide variety of minerals upon which the metal- 
lurgical, building, road-making, etc., china, pottery and 
glass and the chemical industries are dependent. 

The volume also includes a Report of the Petroleum 
Department which is attached to the Mines Department. 
This Report includes particulars of the licences granted 
under the Petroleum (Production) Act, 1934, together with 
a map showing the location of the areas covered by these 
licences. 

Cuter Insrector’s Report 

The Report of the Chief Inspector of Mines reviews the 
mining accidents which occurred during the year and dis- 
cusses generally the progress made in preventive measures, 
the need for further progress, and the lines along which it 
can be made, Other subjects discussed are protective equip- 
ment, explosives and roof supports on roadways and at the 
working face. 

The volume includes a comprehensive statistical appendix 
with charts dealing with all the main aspects of the mining 
and quarrying industries. Another appendix contains a list 
of the officia! committees, ete., in connection with these 
industries.

IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN 
SEPTEMBER 


The British Iron and Steel Federation report that 429,800 
tons of pig iron were produced in September, as compare 
with 443,000 tons in August, 726,600 tons in September 
1937 and a monthly average of 855,000 tons in 1913. The 
September output included 88,100 tons of hematite, 244,000 
tons of basic, 76,300 tons of foundry and 10,400 tons of forge 
pig iron. 

Furnaces in blast at the end of September numbered 7, 
as compared with 81 and 132 a month and a year earlier. 


The September production of steel ingots and castings 
amounted to 754,700 tons, as compared with 658,900 tons ® 
August, 1,163,000 tons in September 1937, and a monthly 
average of 638,600 tons in 1913.

LLOYD’S REGISTER SHIPBUILDING RETURNS 


FOR SEPTEMBER QUARTER 
The statistics issued by Lloyd’s Register of Shipping 


regarding: merchant vessels under construction at the end 
of September last show that in Great Britain and Ireland 
there is a decrease of 151,592 tons in the work in hand as 
compared with the figures for the previous quarter. The 
present total of tonnage under construction—885,481—is 
less by 299,154 tons than the tonnage which was being built 
at the end of September 1937. 

About 142,000 tons—16-0 per cent. of the tonnage now 
being built in this country—are intended for registration 
abroad or for sale. 

The tonnage now under construction abroad*—1,826,796— 
is 36,967 tons more than the work which was in hand at 
the end of June last. The leading countries abroad are :— 
Germany, 382,791 tons; Japan, 319,862 tons; the United 
States, 250,909 tons; Holland, 246,892 tons; Italy, 153,485 
tons; Sweden, 116,950 tons; and Denmark, 111,690 tons. 
Of the tonnage being built abroad, 522,971 tons (or 28-6 
per cent.) are intended for registration elsewhere than in . 
the country of build. 

Totat Worip CONSTRUCTION 

The total tonnage under construction in the world* 
amounts to 2,712,277, of which 32-6 per cent. is being built 
in Great Britain and Ireland and 67-4 per cent. abroad. 
The quarterly total for the world is 114,625 tons less than 
at the end of June last, but is higher than any recorded 
from June 1930 to March 1937. 

In Great Britain and Ireland construction was commenced 
upon 87,463 tons during the last three months, a decrease 
of 69,507 tons as compared with the corresponding total 
for the June quarter. During the quarter ended September 
last 309,770 tons were launched in Great Britain and Ire- 
land, an increase of 23,037 tons as compared with the 
previous quarter. Similar figures for abroad are 546,34] 
tons commenced and 497,046 tons launched, showing, as 
compared with the previous quarter, a decrease of 12,229 
tons in the tonnage commenced and 64,401 tons in the 
tonnage launched. 

STeEaAMERS AND MororsnHips 

Steam and motor oil tankers of 1,000 tons gross and 
upwards under construction in the world amount to 98 
vessels of 826,660 tons, of which 27 vessels of 228,913 tons 
are being built in Great Britain and Ireland, 13 vessels of 
118,099 tons in the United States, 12 of 113,728 tons in 
Germany, 12 of 95,500 tons in Holland, nine of 77,750 tons 
in Italy, six of 68,000 tons in Japan, and six of 49,500 tons 
in Sweden. 

The vessels being built in the world at the end of Sep- 
tember include 11 steamers and 52 motorships of between 
5,000 and 10,000 tons each; seven steamers and 47 motor- 
ships of between 10,000 and 20,000 tons; two steamers and 
three motorships of between 20,000 and 30,000 tons; and 
three steamers each exceeding 30,000 tons. 

Of the 885,481 tons under construction in Great Britain 
and Treland at the end of September, 506,203 tons con-

Marine ENGINES 

The horse-power of steam engines now being built or 
being fitted on board amounts to about 982,000; this figure 
includes 85 sets of turbine engines of about 671,000 shaft 
h.p. ‘The h.p. of the steam reciprocating engines (about 
311,000) represents 10-6 per cent. of the total h.p. of 
marine engines now being built in the world. The figures 
for oil engines aggregate approximately 1,952,000 h.p., and 
comprise 66-5 per cent. of the world’s total h.p. of marine 
engines under construction.

Of this total, 
775,159 tons, representing nearly 88 per cent. of the tonnage 
being built there, are under construction in Great Britain 
and Ireland; while, of the tonnage being built abroad, 
591,376 tons are being constructed under the inspection of 
Lloyd’s Register.

(private), the total visible balance of trade in August 1938 
was Rs. 5,07 lakhs in favour of India, as compared with 
Rs. 6,60 lakhs in July 1938 and Rs. 2,98 lakhs in August 
1937, During the five months ended August 1938 the visible 
balance of trade in merchandise and treasure was Rs. 13,56 
lakhs in favour of India as compared with Rs. 18,50 Jakhs 
in the corresponding period of last year. The balance of 
remittances of funds in August 1938 was minus Rs. 9 
lakhs and in the five months ended August 1938 minus 
Rs. 1,87 lakhs. 
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CHANGES IN IMpoRTS 

As compared with August 1937 imports of food, drink, 
and tobacco in August 1938 decreased by Rs. 48 lakhs to 
Rs. 1,42 lakhs. Imports of rice, not in the husk, fell from 
124,000 tons to 60,000 tons in quantity and from Rs. 1,08 
lakhs to Rs. 52 lakhs in value, There was, however, an 
increase of Rs. 10 lakhs under betelnuts. 

Raw materials and produce ‘and articles mainly un- 
manufactured showed a decrease of Rs. 17 lakhs to Rs. 2,40 
lakhs in August 1938 as compared with August 1937. 
Imports of kerosene oil fell from 13-3 million gallons to 
11:7 million gallons in quantity and from Rs. 49 lakhs to 
Rs. 43 lakhs in value, and those of petroleum, dangerous, 
fashing below 76° F., from 7:7 million gallons to 5:8 
nillion gallons in quantity and from Rs. 40 lakhs to Rs. 26 
lakhs in value. Imports of raw cotton increased from 4,900 
tons to 5,800 tons in quantity and from Rs. 50 lakhs to 
ts. 54 lakhs in value. There was also an increase of Rs. 5 
lakhs in precious stones and pearls unset. 

Articles wholly or mainly manufactured decreased by 
Rs. 1,73 lakhs to Rs. 6,93 lakhs in August 1938, as com- 
pared with August 1937. The aggregate value of imports 
of cotton manufactures (including yarn) decreased from 
Rs. 1,03 lakhs in August 1937 to Rs. 96 lakhs in August 
Imports of coloured piece-goods decreased from 
7-1 million yards to 12-8 million yards in quantity and 
from Rs. 88 lakhs to Rs. 28 lakhs in value, and white piece- 
goods from 12-9 million yards to 11-2 million yards in 
quantity and from Rs. 28 lakhs to Rs. 22 lakhs in value, 
while those of grey goods showed an increase from 2-2 
million yards to 15:5 million yards in quantity and from 
Rs. 4 lakhs to Rs. 20 lakhs in value. Imports of cotton 
twist and yarn, increased from 1-7 million Ibs. to 2-3 million 
lbs., but the value declined from Rs. 20 lakhs to Rs. 18 
lakhs, Rayon yarn fell from 2-2 million Ibs. to 0-9 million 
lbs. in quantity and from Rs. 16 lakhs to Rs. 5 lakhs in 
value. Imports of rayon piece-goods also declined from 
56 million yards, valued at Rs. 14 lakhs, in August 1937 to 
12 million yards, valued at Rs. 4 lakhs, in the month under 
report. Imports of motor cars, and motor lorries, buses 
and vans numbered 488 and 264, valued at Rs, 10 lakhs 
and Rs. 4 lakhs in August 1938, as compared with 1,108 and 
1,331, valued at Rs. 21 lakhs and Rs. 17 lakhs, respectively, 
in August 1937. There were also decreases under coal-tar 
dyes (— Rs. 18 lakhs), hardware (— Rs. 11 lakhs), paper 
(- Rs. 15 lakhs), bars (steel) and wool piece-goods (— Rs. 8 
lakhs each). Imports of electrical machinery and sheets and

VARIATIONS IN Exports 

Compared with August 1937 exports of food, drink and 
tobacco in August 1938 increased by Rs. 30 lakhs to Rs. 4,66 
lakhs. Exports of rice, not in the husk, improved in quan- 
tity from 15,100 tons to 19,300 tons, and in value from Rs.17 
lakhs to Rs. 23 lakhs in the month under report. Shipments 
of wheat increased from 50,600 tons to 59,400 tons in quan- 
tity, but the value fell slightly from Rs. 514 lakhs to Rs. 51 
lakhs in August 1938. Shipments of tea also advanced from 
40 million Ibs. valued at Rs. 2,97 lakhs to 46 million Ibs. 

There was also an increase of 
Rs. 65 lakhs in exports of tobacco unmanufactured. 

Raw materials and produce and articles mainly unmanu- 
factured declined by Rs. 30 lakhs to Rs. 4,98 lakhs in 
August 1938. There was a decline in the shipments of raw 
cotton from 28,800 tons in August 1937 to 28,100 tons in 
the month under report, the value recording a decrease from 
Rs. 1,84 lakhs to Rs. 1,39 lakhs. Japan, as usual, the largest 
customer, took 58 per cent. in August 1938 as against 57 
per cent. in August 1937. The shares of the United King- 
dom, Germany, France and Italy were 13, 10, 4 and 3 per 
cent. respectively in the month under report. Exports of 
taw hides and skins shrank from 4,100 tons valued at Rs. 41 
lakhs in August 1937 to 2,600 tons valued at Rs. 24 lakhs in 
August 1938. There was a sharp decline in the exports of 
Manganese ore, which stood at 22,000 tons valued at Rs. 5 
lakhs in August 1938 as against 91,000 tons valued at Rs. 18 
lakhs in August 1937. Dispatches of raw jute recorded an 
appreciable improvement from 22,400 tons to 40,900 tons 
M quantity and from Rs. 45 lakhs to Rs. 77 lakhs in value. 
Shipments of raw wool increased from 1-8 million Ibs. to 2-9 
million Ibs. in quantity and from Rs. 13 lakhs to Rs. 15 lakhs 
m value. Shipments of seeds showed an improvement of 
41,000 tons in quantity and of Rs. 30 lakhs in value. Castor- 
seed declined from 4,600 tons valued at Rs. 7 lakhs to only

of Rts. 3 lakhs in the exports of oilcakes, while lac recorded 
a fall of Rs. 4 lakhs in the month under report. 

Articles wholly or mainly manufactured fell by Rs. 1,05 
lakhs to Rs. 3,93 lakhs. Exports of cotton manufactures, 
including twist and yarn, declined by Rs. 26 lakhs and were 
valued at Rs. 48 lakhs in August 1938. Shipments of cotton 
yarn decreased from 2-5 million lbs. to 2:3 million lbs. in 
quantity, and from Rs. 12} lakhs to Rs. 11} lakhs in value. 
Dispatches of cotton piece-goods declined to 12-7 million 
yards valued at Rs. 32 lakhs in August 1938 from 21-6 mil- 
lion yards valued at Rs. 55 lakhs in August 1937. The 
number of gunny bags exported also decreased from 56-1 
million to 55-0 million, the corresponding decline in value 
being from Rs. 1,27 lakhs to Rs. 1,05 lakhs. The yardage 
of gunny cloth exported rose from 149-6 million to 151-5 
million while the value fell from Rs. 1,42 lakhs to Rs. 1,25 
lakhs in August 1938. Shipments of tanned hides and skins 
amounted to 2,000 tons valued at Rs. 45 lakhs in August 
1938, showing a decline of 200 tons in quantity and of 
Rs. 12 lakhs in value. Exports of pig iron showed a con- 
siderable decrease and amounted to 26,000 tons valued at 
Rs. 13 lakhs in August 1938, as against 43,000 tons valued 
at Rs. 21 lakhs in August 1937. 

TRADE with Foreign Countries: SHippInc MoveMENTS 

As compared with August 1937 the share of the United 
Kingdom rose in August 1938 from 31 per cent. to 38 per 
cent. in imports, and from 387 per cent. to 38 per cent. in 
exports. The shares of Germany, Japan and the United 
States in the month under report were 8, 8 and 7 per cent. 
respectively under imports, and 4, 7 and 7 per cent. respec- 
tively under exports. 

The tonnage of vessels that entered into British India 
and cleared with cargoes from and to foreign countries and 
British Possessions during August 1938 amounted to 707,000 
and 785,000 respectively, as compared with 748,000 and 
777,000 in July 1938, and 731,000 and 746,000 respectively 
in August 1937. During the five months ended August 1938 
the tonnage of vessels that entered and cleared with car- 
goes amounted respectively to 3,683,000 and 3,916,000 as 
compared with 3,739,000 and 3,987,000 in the corresponding 
period of the preceding year.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
CONSCRIPTION OF FOREIGN CURRENCY AND 
CLAIMS 


H.M. Representative at Prague has forwarded a sum- 
mary of regulations issued by the Czechoslovak Government 
for the conscription and offer of foreign currency and 
claims, as published in the Czechoslovak Press of 27 Sep- 
tember 1938. 

These regulations provide, inter alia, that all persons and 
companies at present resident or established in Czecho- 
slovakia or who have resided or been established there for 
more than one year, shall be liable to the conscription of 
their holdings in foreign legal tender (paper money, gold 
and silver coins of foreign States, bills of exchange, cheques, 
letters of credit) and all other kinds of money transfer 
orders on foreign countries, claims in foreign countries, 
precious metals, and securities in foreign currency or of 
foreign origin. These regulations also apply to persons 
contemplating residence in Czechoslovakia who are required 
to make a return of their foreign holdings to the Czecho- 
slovak National Bank within 14 days of their arrival in 
Czechoslovakia. ; 


With regard to aliens trading in Czechoslovakia the 
obligation of conscription refers to such property as was 
acquired locally or which forms part of the stock or trading 
capital. 


Certain exemptions from the obligation of conscription 
and offer are provided for in the regulations, particulars 
of which may be obtained by persons interested on appli- 
cation to the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen 
Street, London, S.W.1. 


ECUADOR 
SURCHARGE ON IMPORT DUTIES 


H.M. Representative at Quito has reported that recent 
Ecuadorean Decrees have provided for the application until 
further notice of the 50 per cent. surcharge of the Customs 
duties to imports from the following countries :—The United 
Kingdom, Arabia, Bulgaria, Canada, China, El Salvador, 
Spain, Straits Settlements (Malacca and Singapore), 
Estonia, Finland, Greece, Hungary, French East Indies, 
British India, Indo-China, Iraq, Jamaica, Japan, Kordofan, 
Lithuania, Nicaragua, Nigeria, Norway, Palestine, Persia, 
Portugal, Roumania, Russia, Syria, Sudan, 
Switzerland and Zanzibar.

FRANCE 
GOVERNMENT’S FULL POWERS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of 6 October contains a 
Law, dated 5 October, which authorises the Government, 
until 15 November, to take, by Decrees considered and 
approved by the Council of Ministers, measures intended to 
bring about the immediate rehabilitation of the economic 
and financial situation of the country. 

These Decrees, which are to have the force of law, musi 
be submitted for the ratification of the Chambers before 
1 January 1939. 


LICENCE TAX ON COFFEE REDUCED 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of 6 October contains a 
Decree, dated 4 October, which reduces from 90 to 50 francs 
per 100 kilogs, the special tax to be paid by persons im- 
porting coffee into France and Algeria under licence or 
quota certificate. 


EXPORT OF SLAG RESTRICTED 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of 7 October contains a 
Decree, dated 6 October, which prohibits provisionally the 
export and the re-export, following warehousing, of basic 
slag (ex Tariff No. 0379). Exceptions to the prohibition may, 
however, be granted under conditions to be determined by 
Ministerial Order. 

Goods proved to have been despatched abroad direct 
before 7 October may be exported without limitation.

WHITE SPIRIT 


TRADE IN FRUIT AND VEGETABLE JUICES 

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of 2 October contains a 
Decree, dated 1 October, which lays down regulations re- 
garding the manufacture, labelling, etc., of fruit and vege- 
table juices intended to be sold, etc., in France. The text 
of the Decree (in French) may be seen by persons interested 
at the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1. 


A Decree of 31 May laid down certain provisions regard- 
ing the taxation of the juices covered by these regulations. 
Fruit and vegetable juices intended to be consumed as 
beverages are to be subject to the same internal consump- 
tion, etc., duties as wines cleared by wine merchants; apple 
and pear juices, however, are to pay the duties on ciders 
and perries delivered by these merchants. As regards con- 
centrated fruit and vegetable juices these duties are to be 
subject to a coefficient varying with the degree of concen- 
tration. 


RENEWAL OF IMPORT QUOTAS: COFFEE 

The French “ Journal Officiel ’? of 9 October announces 
that the quantity of coffee which may be imported into 
France during the fourth quarter of this year has been 
fixed at 481,450 quintals, of which 25,200 are for “ other” 
countries. Import continues subject to licence. 


IMPORT OF FLAX 

A Law of 11 July 1931 restricted the duty-free admission 
of flax into France to a quantity to be fixed annually by 
Decree, and a Decree of 30 September, published in the 
French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ? of 4 October 1938, fixes the 
quantity to be admitted during the period 1 August 1938 
to 31 July 1939 at 45,000 metric tons. 

LICENCE TAX ON APPLES AND PEARS 

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of 6 October contains 4 
Decree, dated 3 October, which prolongs until 30 Septem- 
ber 1939 the reduced licence taxes on dessert apples and 
pears (ev Tariff No. 84A) imported into France under licence 
or quota certificate provided for in the Decree of 15 Sep- 
tember 1937 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” of 30 Sep- 
tember 1937, page 460).

GERMANY 


IMPORTATION OF COAL AND COKE FROM THE 
UNITED KINGDOM 


The Board of Trade has been informed that, for the pur- 
poses of the Exchange of Notes of 13 April 1933, between 
the United Kingdom and German Governments, the Reichs 
Coal Commissioner has notified the figure of German coal 
consumption for August 1938 as 11,908,800 metric tons. 

This represents an increase of 59 per cent. over 7,500,000 
metric tons, and accordingly the quota for imports of 
United Kingdom coal and coke into the German Customs 
Area for October 1938 has been correspondingly increased 
from the minimum of 180,000 to 286,200 metric tons.

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The 
Hague reports that, by virtue of recent Royal Decrees, the 
restrictions on the importation of the following goods into 
the Netherlands have been prolonged for a further period 
of twelve months from 1 October 1938 to 30 September 1939

Plywood, i.e. triplex and multiplex, except alder, birch, 
beech and pine plywood—50 per cent. of the gross 
weight imported during the basis year 1934.

Acts are exempt from the above restrictions.

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The

United Kingdom exporters of goods sold to Turkish buyers 
for payment through the Anglo-Turkish Clearing other than 
those for which payment is received on a ‘‘ compensation ” 
basis, should satisfy themselves before shipment that a 
sufficient portion of the quota remains unused to pe srmit 
the clearance of the goods through the Turkish Customs.

In this connection the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Em- 
bassy in Istanbul has been informed that the quantities of 
goods shown in the second column of the statement below 
were lying in the Customs at Istanbul on 4 October last 
and that import declarations had been made in respect of 
them. 
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It will be observed that in certain cases the whele of, or 
even more than the next quarter’s quotas will be taken 
up by the goods which have already reached Istanbul.

The following is a reproduction of United States Treasury 
Department Decision 49690, dated 22 August, regarding 
exemption from marking to indicate the country of origin 
of certain articles. 

** Section 304 (a) (3) (J) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended by section 3 of the Customs Administrative Act 
of 1938 (Public, No. 721, 75th Congress), provides that the 
Secretary of the Treasury may by regulations authorise the 
exception of any imported article from the requirement of 
section 304 that it be marked to indicate the country of 
its origin if— 

(J) Such article is of a class or kind with respect to which 
the Secretary of the Treasury has given notice by publica- 
tion in the weekly Treasury Decisions within two years 
after 1 July 1937 that articles of such class or kind were 
imported in substantial quantities during the five-year 
period immediately preceding 1 January 1937, and were not 
required during such period to be marked to indicate their 
origin: Provided, that this subdivision (J) shall not apply 
after 1 September 1938, to sawed lumber and timbers, tele- 
phone, trolley, electric-light, and telegraph poles of wood, 
and bundles of shingles; but the President is authorised to 
suspend the effectiveness of this proviso if he finds such 
action required to carry out any trade agreement entered 
into under the authority of the Act of 12 June 1934 
(U.S.C., 1934 edition, title 19, secs. 1351-1354), as extended. 

Article 532 (b) of the Customs Regulations of 1937, as 
amended by T.D. 49658, exempts articles within the pur- 
view of the said section 304 (a) (3) (J) from the require- 
ment of marking. 

Pursuant to the provisions of the said section 304 (a) 
(3) (J), notice is hereby given that the following articles

added) equal to more than 6 per centum of the total soluble 
solids, and except also sirup of cane juice produced from sugar- 
cane grown in continental United States. 


The grades or types of sugar within the meaning of this 
definition shall include, but shall not be limited to, granulated 
sugar, lump sugar, cube sugar, powdered sugar, sugar in the 
form of blocks, cones or moulded shapes, confectioners’ sugar, 
washed sugar, centrifugal sugar, clarified sugar, turbinado sugar, 
plantation white sugar, muscovado sugar, refiners’ soft sugar, 
invert sugar, mush, raw sugar, sirups, molasses, and sugar 
mixtures. 


4. It is preferable to show each kind of material used in 
addition to manufactured sugar. Several materials of relatively 
insignificant value may be grouped together as ‘‘ Flavouring 
materials,’ ‘‘ Colouring materials,’’ ‘‘ Seasoning materials,’’ or 
“ All other.”’ 


A. Show unit in pounds, as well as total quantity. 


B. ‘‘ First cost ’’’ is the full cost of the material laid down 
at the manufacturing plant, at current domestic prices, with- 
out any deduction for any drawback or refund of import 
duties which may have been allowed or may be allowable. 
The amounts of any drawback or refund of import duties 
which have been allowed or which are allowable by reason of 
exportation should be stated separately. 


C. ‘* Additional costs ’’ include all costs of storing, examin- 
ing, handling and preparing, up to the point where the mate- 
rials are ready to be combined in the manufacturing process. 
Manufacturing costs and general expenses, occurring there- 
after, should not be included, nor should profit. 


D. ‘‘ Total cost ’’ is the total of ‘‘ First cost ’’ ex factory, 
and ‘* Additional costs.” 


E. In the event that it is conceded that manufactured sugar 
is the component material of chief value, it will be sufficient 
so to state on the invoice and give the percentage of total 
sugars in the finished product. 


The foregoing requirements shall be effective as to articles 
composed in chief value of manufactured sugar entered on and 
after the expiration of sixty days from the date of publication 
of this decision in the weekly ‘‘ Treasury Decisions.’’

Fibre made of casein is therefore subject to duty at the 
same rate as artificial wool, ie. maximum rate 25 gold

British Standard Specification for Ferrous Pipes and Piping 
Installations for and in Connection with Land Boilers. (B.S.S. 
No, 806-1938.) 

An important addition has been made to the comprehensive 
series of British Standards for Land Boilers with the issue of 
the British Standard for Ferrous Pipes and Piping Installa- 
tions (B.S.S. No. 806-1938). 

The Specification applies to the general and detailed con- 
structions of the pipework connecting a land steam boiler to 
engine, turbine or industrial plant and all auxiliary pipework 
in connection therewith, together with the individual pipes 
and pipe fittings forming parts of such installations for :— 

(2) Pipes of any bore where the pressure exceeds 50 lbs. 
per square inch,

(4) Pipes over 10-inch bore for steam at pressure of 50 Ibs. 
per square inch and below. 

The Specification does not apply where the temperature 
exceeds 900° F. 

Complete specifications are embodied in the Standard, for 
cold drawn and hot finished weldless steel pipes, and for 
hydraulic (water-gas) and roll lapwelded steel pipes, together 
with specifications for flange material and for rivets and rivet 
bars. Reference is also made to other British Standards for 
butt-welded steel pipes, butt and lapwelded wrought iron 
pipes, and for steel and iron castings. 

Lhe maximum permissible working pressures and tempera- 
tures for the different materials are specified, together with 
formule governing the scantlings of the pipes. 

The Specification deals fully with the method of attachment 
of flanges and provides for screwed, riveted and welded 
flanges. 

In determining the maximum working stresses to which 
pipes may be subjected, the various physical properties of the 
pipe material have received attention. 

After consideration of the Ultimate Tensile Stress, Yield 
Point, Proof Stress and Proportional Limit of steel, it was 
decided to use the Proportional Limit as the basis for work- 
ing stresses. The reasons for the adoption of the Proportional 
Limit are clearly set out in an Appendix of the Specification. 

This Specification applies only to ferrous pipes, pipework 
and fittings. Additional requirements are in course of pre- 
paration for copper and copper alloy piping for land boiler 
installations.

British Standard Specification for Crucible Swelling Test for 
Coal. (B.S.S. No. 804-1938.) 

A further step in the standardisation of methods of analysis 
of coal and coke has been taken by the publication of B.S. 
804-1938—Methods for the Crucible Swelling Test for Coal. 

In the routine analysis of coal, some indication of the swell- 
ing power is obtained in certain of the tests, but as these tests 
are intended primarily for other purposes, a crucible swelling 
test has been standardised which will be a comparative 
measure of the swelling power of coal. 

The crucible swelling test is based on a method devised in 
the laboratories of Messrs. Woodall-Duckham, the resulting 
button being compared with standard outlines. It has been 
found possible, by standardising conditions of test, to obtain 
reasonable concordance in the results. Full details of the 
method of test are given, together with a chart of the 
standard profiles and the corresponding swelling numbers, and 
details of the development of the method are included in an 
appendix.

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1. 

The information at the disposal of the Department is 
of a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as 
the following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender ; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations, 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 

Members of United Kingdom firms visiting overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in towch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having overseas agents to notify 
the respective overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and addresses of such agents and to keep them in- 
formed of any changes that may take place in their over- 
seas representation. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. 
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When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com. 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it 
is generally advisable to communicate in the first instance 
with the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen 
Street, London, S.W.1, as the information required is fre.

EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 

Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1937, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
country of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantees 
may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or 
company carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and 
the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, i.e, 
wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 

These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 

Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 

Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five years 
by purchases of plant, machinery, etc., whether they be 
governments, municipalities, or private traders. “The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees.
